2. The Union s case is that the workman Shri Caetano 
Fernandes was in the employment of the Employer /Party- II 
ever since it started its production in Goa ; he is an active 
member of the Union and also a member of the working 
committee for the last four years , and the management of 
the Employer / Party- II was very unhappy over Shri Caetano 
Fernandes activities. On 9-10-74 , a charge sheet for various 
acts of alleged misconduct was served on Shri Fernandes , 
which was followed by an inquiry in which the workman 
participated. On completion of the inquiry , the workman 
was discharged from service w . e . f. 20-11-74 . This illegal 
discharge of the workman resulted in a lightning strike of 
all the workmen of the Employer /Party - II, as a protest 
against victimisation of Shri Fernandes . Thereafter, Concilia 
tion Proceedings started before the Labour Commissioner 
and finally , the matter was referred to this Tribunal, 

So far the enquiry is concerned . It is contended that the 
Inquiry Officer is not an independent person but a profes 
sional, moving from one establishment to another, and that 
he did not give a fair opportunity to the workman while 
conducting the Inquiry Proceedings and incorporated therein 
various material and information only to help the Employer / 
/Party- II. That is why the Employer /Party - II never gave 
to the Union inspite of being requested , a copy of the 
Inquiry Proceedings, but only a copy of the findings of the 
Inquiry Officer . That the discharge of Shri Fernandes is a 
punishment for his Union activities and , therefore , it is 
prayed that the same be set aside and the workman reins 
tated with continuity of service and full back wages,

AWARD 


This is a reference made by the Government of Goa , 
Daman and Diu , to this Tribunal, by its order No.: CLE / 1 / 
( ID ( 200 ) / 74 /IT- / 74 / 1440 , dated 11th December, 1974 , for 
adjudication of a dispute between M / s. Goa Flour Mills, 
Vasco -da -Gama, hereinafter briefly called the Employer / 
/ Party - II, and their workman , represented by the National 
Union of General Employees (Goa ) Vasco -da- Gama, herein 
after called the Union , This reference , in the schedule 
annexed thereto , reads as follows: 


3. The case of the Employer /Party - II is that on 1-10-74 , 
the concerned workman was in the first shift from 7.00 a.m. 
to 3.00 p . m . But, at 3.45 p . m ., ii e. beyond his duty hours , 
he was still in the factory. He came to the Time Office and 
interrupted the talks between the Time Keeper and other 
workman and started abusing repeatedly the Time Keeper 
Shri Parmekar with filthy words. This incident was witnessed 
by the driver Shri Francisco Monteiro and Tally clerk 
Shri Usman Khan . On complaint from Shri Parmekar, 
Shri Usman Khan and Shri Monteiro , a show cause notice 
was issued to the workman dated 4-10-74 and as he refused 
to accept the same, it was sent to him by Registered Post 
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A / D . On 9-10-74, a charge sheet was issued , levelling against 
the workman the following charges : 
i ) Use of abusive language to your superiors and in 

solent behaviour to your superiors . 
ü ) Disobedience of a lawful and reasonable order of 

your superior. 
iii ) Riotous and disorderly behaviour on the premises of 

the establishment. 
iv ) Commission of an act subsersive of discipline and 

good behaviour . 
An inquiry followed , in which the workman fully parti 
cipated and even led his evidence . In the inquiry , full oppor 
tunity was given to the workman to defend himself, through 
a nominee of his choice , Shri Manohar Corgaonkar . The 
management considered the findings of the Inquiry Officer 
alongwith the Inquiry Proceedings as well as the past 
record of the workman , which was far from satisfactory , 
and issued a discharge order . Because of this discharge 
order, all the workmen went on strike, which was , however , 
withdrawn on the same day . Subsequently , the Labour Coma 
missioner intervened and brought about a settlement, by 
virtue of which the parties agreed to make a joint reference 
under Section 10 ( 2 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

It is contended that the charges levelled were conclusively 
proved in the inquiry , in which the workman was given full 
opportunity to defend himself, and , therefore , the action of 
the Employer /Party - II in discharging the concerned work 
man is fully justified . The allegations made by the workman 
against the Inquiry Officer are denied and, regarding the 
copy of the Inquiry Proceedings, it is alleged that since a 
copy was already handed over to the concerned workman , 
the Employer /Party - II was not bound to give another copy 
to the Union . 


SHORT RECITAL OF THE CASE 
The management of M / s . Goa Flour Mills hereinafter 
called the " Company" terminated the services of Shri Cae 
tano Fernandes with effect from 20th November , 1974 , for 
alleged indiscipline and misconduct . The National Union of 
General Employees hereinafter called the “ Union " took up 
the issue with the Company and further requested for the 
intervention of the Commissioner , Labour and Employment, 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu . Series of discussions 
were held by the Commissioner, Labour and Employment, 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , Panjim , but the Com 
pany was not prepared to reinstate Shri Caetano Fernandes 
in service . Subsequently the dispute was referred for adju 
dication . During the course of adjudication , the Presiding 
Officer of the Hon ble Tribunal passed an order to the effect 
that " no fair opportunity was given to the first party " i. e . 
to the workman in the departmental enquiry . Subsequently 
the matter was postponed or adjourned for quite a long time. 
In the meantime the union and the company further negotia 
ted for mutual settlement and both the parties have arrived 
at the following terms and conditions: 


TERMS OF THE SETTLEMENT 


1. Shri Caetano Fernandes will submit his resignation as 
and on 20th November , 1974 and the company will accept 
the same and issue a letter of acceptance along with a 
certificate of service . 


2. The Company agrees to pay an amount of Rs. 4,500 / 
( Rupees four thousand five hundred only ) to Shri Caetano 
Fernandes towards the full and final settlement in respect 
of the dispute pending under reference No. AIT - 7 of 1974 
before the Hon ble Tribunal, Goa, Daman and Diu and Shri. 
Caetano Fernandes will give a receipt for the same. 


4. The following issue was framed by my predecessor 
Shri Kollali : 

" In addition to the points referred to , the following 
issue arises ; 

1. Was fair opportunity given to the workman 
during the inquiry ? " 


3. The Company will pay all other dues such as salary 
upto 20th November, 1974 , leave wages due and bonus due 
to Shri Caetano Fernandes over and above Rs . 4,500 / 
(Rupees four thousand five hundred ) as mentioned in . 
Clause 2 of the settlement, 


5. After the parties had led their evidence on this preli 
minary issue , order was passed by Shri Kollali on 22-3-1978 
holding that no fair opportunity was given to the concerned 
workman in the Inquiry . 


4. Both the parties agree to submit their joint application 
before the Presiding Officer , Industrial Tribunal, Goa , Daman 
and Diu , for favour of Consent Award , on Monday, the 
13th October , 1980 .

6. In view of this finding , the Employer /Party - II applied 
to the Tribunal that it would lead evidence to prove the 
charges against the workman .

The above applicant has claimed from the Opponent a 
total amount of Rs. 1,2007- his salary as driver for the period 
from 12-12-80 to 28-4-81 as per the details given in annexure 
to the application . 

2. It is his case that he was working as driver in truck 
No. GDT 9687 belonging to the opponent and his last salary 
drawn was Rs. 375 / - only . On 29-4-81 the applicant fell sick 
and was admitted to Goa Medical College for treatment. 
On 22-5-81 he was discharged from the hospital and on 1-6-81 
he reported for duty , but the employer / opponent refused to 
take him back for reasons best known to him . 

3. The employer in his written statement has raised some 
preliminary objection regarding jurisdiction of this Court, 
and on merits has denied the claims of the applicant stating 
that there are no arrears of wages as shown by the applicant 
which are due to him . 

4. On the date fixed for rejoinder of the applicant, both 
the parties remained present before this Court and filed a 
joint memo of settlement praying that the matter may be 
disposed of as settled . 
: 5. In this inemo of settlement it is submitted that the 
parties have compromised the dispute between them and that 
the applicant herein by virtue of this compromise has re 
ceived all the dues from the opponent and has no claim of 
whatsoever nature against him . 

6. Since the matter has been settled between the parties 
and the applicant has received his dues, there is no reason 
to proceed further with the case . I, therefore , pass the fol 
lowing order . 


AWARD 
This is an application u /s 33 -A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, hereinafter briefly called the Act , lodged by the 
above. complainants against Shri Yeshwant P. Kamat , Mana 
ger, Hotel Mandovi, Panaji, hereinafter called the Opposite 
Party . 

2 .. The complainants case is that, while reference No. 
IT /4 / 74 was pending adjudication , the Opposite Party , by 
letters dated 31-7-76 , terminated the services of the com 
plainants on the ground that they had already crossed the 
age of superannuation under the rules and regulations appli 
cable and that they would be paid one month s wages and 
other legal dues, as provided under the Shops & Establish 
ments Act, 1973 . 

It is further contended that there are no Standing Orders 
Rules and Regulations in the establishment of the Opposite 
Party ; that they are medically fit to carry out their normal 
duties and were never sent for any medical examination to 
prove their fitness ; the opposite party still have in service 
workman whose age is over 70 and finally , the termination 
of their services is malafide , as victimisation for their Union 
activities ; that they have not been paid full compensation 
and gratuity , as provided by law . It is prayed that they be 
reinstated with continuity of service and full back wages . 

3. In his written statement , the Opposite Party raised a 
Preliminary objection that the complainants are not the 
workers concerned in the dispute No. IT /4 / 74 , and that they 
have not been discharged or dismissed by way of punishment 
and , in the absence of any punishment, section 33 of the 
Act is not attracted . On merits it is alleged that, as per 
rules and regulations in existence , the age of super 

nnuation 
is 58 years and there is no need of sending the complainants 
for medical examination to prove their unfitness . It is denied 
that the action of the Opposite Party in superannuating the 
complainants is malafide, motivated by victimisation and 
amounting to unfair labour practice. It is further denied 
that there are still workmen over 70 years of age in service 
who are not members of the Union , except for very few . 
old , employees who , after superannuation , having no osten 
sible means of livelihood , were permitted to work on cont 
ract basis , for limited period , on humanitarian grounds . 

4. My learned predecessor , Dr. Coelho, framed the follow 
ing preliminary issue :
